There is jubilntiou through the city over 
tlu* news that Gen. Kouropatkiu has 
resumed the offensive, and the holiday 
which began wit'll little heart, closed 
brighter. 

A correspondent at the front during 
the past forty-eight hours had been hint¬ 
ing that tlu* Russian army was ou the 
eve of another advance, but' it was 
thought here that the troops were too ex¬ 
hausts) by more than a wetek's. titanic 
struggle to engage in an immediate ad¬ 
vance movement'. Therefore the news of 
the definite resumption of ttie advance 
was calculated to arouse the greatest 
satisfaction. 

The Associated Press heard ou good 
authority that the Emperor has received 
a telegram from Gen. Kouropatkiu re¬ 
porting that the Russiau a are moving for¬ 
ward. The reverse sustained by Ya- 
mada’s column has not yet been reported 
by Gcu. Kouropatkiu or Gen. Sakharoff. 
except iu a reference to nil unsueecssful 
Japanese attack near Shakhe. Tin* As¬ 
sociated Press Mukden dispatch evident¬ 
ly refer* to this affair in reporting that 
the Japanese left had been beaten off 
with terrible slaughter and its retreat cut 
off by n Russian army. 

Another Associated Press dispatch 
from Mukden confirms the news of the 
Russian advance. Wheii'Ielegraphiug 
Into to-night the correspondent says: “It 
is rumored that we are moving ahead." 

There is no oflkial confirmation here 
of the report from Tokio that a Russian 
attack on the Japanese right on October 
17th had been repulsed. If this report 
should prove true it may lie serious for 
the Russians who crossed tlie Shakhe 
while the river was fordable. According 
to the Associated Press Mukden dispatch 
the water has since risen man high In 
consequence of heavy rains, and there¬ 
fore it will be well nigh impossible for 
the Russian nrrny to rocrosa the river, 
owing to the absence of bridges. It'would 
be equally difficult for the same reason to 
bring up supplies and ammunition to en¬ 
able Gen. Kouropntkin to follow up the 
advance. This may explain the state¬ 
ment in a Mukden dispatch fo the Asso¬ 
ciated Press that the fighting was slack¬ 
ening the morning of October 18th.

The report thanks the members who 
brought forward the necessary legisla¬ 
tion nt the last session of the legislature 
to enable the society to destroy disabled 
and diseased animals; the press, the po¬ 
lice, the clerygmen for preaching ser¬ 
mons on the work of the society and the 
public for its sympathy and goodwill. 

Bishop Perrin moved the adoption of 
♦he report. It was the first time he felt 
that a special plea should be made for 
financial support. He pointed out that 
work had been neglected 'vowing to lack 
of funds. If people knew of this condi¬ 
tion he was sure there would be a liber¬ 
al response. He was sorry also to see 
that the attendance of the male sex had 
fallen off in comparison with last year. 
An interest by prominent business men 
demonstrated that the work was not that 
of a few “faddists” and “fanatics." Ho 
was pleased to see the nnmber of cases 
dealt with, and especially the numbei 
of convictions secured.

Fishery Commissioner Babcock Says 
Few Sockeyes Are Reaching 
Bpawning Grounds. 


Chicago, Oct. 18. 


_ . John Campion, first 

assistant fire marshal, has been appoint¬ 
ed chief of the Chicago fire department, 
succeeding Wiu. H. Musham. retired. 
Chief Campion has been a member of 
the department for more than 30 years. 
He gradually worked his way to the top. 
He is 63 years old. 


J. P. Badcock, fisheries commissioner 
for the province, is back after inspecting 
the work being carried on at the hatch¬ 
eries, and after visiting the various 
Fraser river spawning grounds of the 
nalmo** He and his field assistant. Mr. 
Bertram, visited all the watersheds and 
Mr. Babcock pronounces the present sea¬ 
son a very bad one. At Quesnelle, 
Adams and Shu a wap lakes there were 
practically no sockeyes when he visited 
the spawning grounds. There were a 
J few in the Harrison watersheds, but far 

* less than there were two years ago. At 
l Heaton lake the conditions were little 

better. 

At Marries lake, where the Dominion 
hatchery got its supply, the take would* 
be only about half what it was Inst year. 
Conditions, however. might improve 
after he left. It is well situated* for the 
last of the run, which only increase the 
spawning in that neighborhood. 

Mr. Babcock can see only one way of 
overcoming this shortage at the spawn¬ 
ing grounds. That can be found in tho 
United States agreeing to regulations 
which will allow more of the salmon to 
pass and reach the Fraser. That done 
rules could bo enforced on the Canadian 
i side to supplement this and allow the 
i sockeyea to reach the spawning ground. 

1 It is useless, he maintained, for the 
| United States to press forward the need 
j of more hatcheries on the Fraser and t<> 
j profess to assist in the equipping of 
these. Hatcheries nre useless without 
fish to supply the spawn, ami what is 
needed are regulations which will permit 
of the salmon getting up to the head¬ 
waters. 

The close season from August 25th to 
September 15th was n move in the right 
direction. But a further necessity^ was 
required from the Washington govern** 
meat oi allowing fish to pose to the 
Fraser. 

At Quesnelle Mr. Babcock saw the 
fish ladder in the big dam there com¬ 
pleted. It worked admirably. The lad¬ 
der ia 380 feet long and 20 feet wide. In 
■five minutes after water was turned on 
the fish were running freely up the way. 
On shutting off the water again fish 
j were found in every riffle, showing that 
J it wns working well. 

I The past season, on account of the dry 
weather and the consequent clearness of 
the streams, has been an ideal one for 
studying conditions, and had the fish 
reached the spawning grounds the season 

• would have been an excellent one at the 
! hatcheries. 

I Next year Mr. Babcock expects a big 
rnn of sockeyes, and the'fishermen nre 
preparing for it also.
